Bar Harbor, Me., Sept. 28.—Com 
m ander Peary, accompanied by his 
wife, readied here from Portland and 
within half an hour was in confer 
ence with General Thomas IL Hub 
bard, president cf the Peary Arctic 
club, concerning the statem ent which 
soon will be made public by Peary to 
support his contention that Dr. Cook 
did not reach the pole. 
"There is nothing to say just now,” 
paid General Hubbard, "Commandei 
Pcarv is here and we are looking ovei 
the data he has on the Cook contro 
versv, but there is no statem ent to bt 
made at this time. 
"No date has been sot for the meet 
ing of the officers of the Peary Arctic 
club, and I shall not determine that 
until my return to New York next 
week.” 
After the conference Commandei 
Peary probably will return to Eagle 
Island. 
It is generally believed teat 
be and General Hubbard will go V. 
New York together. 
From what can be learned of the 
conference, Peary went over every 
phase of his alleged evidence against 
Dr. Cook, dating from the time the 
Brooklyn explorer began his prepara 
tions to go north, more than two

The collapsible canoe which was not 
mentioned in his first narrative and 
appeared subsequently in the lecture 
given at Copenhagen, was described 
In full. 
The frame, Dr. Cook said, 
formed part of one of the sledges and 
the canvas covering did duty for a 
tent when net In use on the water. 
The lantern slides with which the 
lecture was illustrated, Dr. Cook was 
careful to explain, were taken some 
of them by John R. Bradley, his back­ 
er, In the early stage of the journey 
and still others on previous expedi­ 
tions, but all the northermest pictures 
were of his own taking. 
They added 
conviction to his descriptions of the 
surprising smoothness of the ice. His 
first sight of the sun in April—a date

For thirty-six hours, according to 
the police, they had been endeavoring 
to secure an admission from Rizzo 
and finally he told the story in all its 
harrowing details. Rizzo, it is claimed, 
assaulted the two little girls, hut when 
they threatened to tell their fathers 
he shot them, and the little hey as 
well, leaving all three for dead. 
Following the alleged confession a 
charge of m urder in the first degree 
was made against Rizzo. 
He was ar­ 
raigned before Justice O’Connor and

Rizzo 
collapsed.

was remanded to jail.

lived on the first floor of a house in 
the Rue des Cordeliers, and connected 
with his home were all the affairs of 
his journalistic work and from here all 
his pamphlets and journals w’ere sent 
out. 
After writing two letters asking for 
an interview, in which she would give 
him some Important news about sus­ 
pected persons, she got no reply. Then 
she took her tvay to the house, insisted 
that she must see him, and when for­ 
bidden entrance by Marat’s wife she 
still urged the importance of ber er­ 
rand.

to

relatives 
and 
friends. 
When she bad suffered death the ex­ 
ecutioner lifted up her head by the 
hair and struck it a brutal blow with 
his fist. Just at that moment a gleam 
of the sun so fell upon it that there 
was the effect of a blush upon the 
dead face.—Boston Globe.
